Beware Of 
A Blister Say 
HeaMi Authorities 


AUSTIN 
A blister could well 
be called the modern version of 
¡the myticnl Achilles heel. So soys 
‘a word Of w arning from the Tex­ 
as State D epartm ent of Health, 
j 
Much 
as 
Achilles 
the 
Greek 
Ideal of youth, strength, beauty, 
and valor, was fatally wounded 
j bv an arrow piercing his vulnor- 
' able heel, a tiny blister can spoil 
a game of golf or tennis or even 
a whole vacation. 
The 
blister 
m erits 
closer a t­ 
tention than we usually grant it. 
And the adm onitions which ap­ 
ply to our athletes also are sound 
tips for the millions of weekend 
and vacation athletes. 
.. blister is caused by pressure 
and friction on a localized area 
of the skin. Fluid collects between 
the 
inner 
and 
outer 
layers of 
'-kin. If pressure is continued, it 
hurts. Even if no infection foll­ 
o w s , the pain can cause a limp 
.th at isn’t m uch fun for the golf­ 
er or hiker, and it can upset the 
custom ary grip on a tennis racket, 
golf club, oar or canoe paddle. 
The best approach to blisters, 
as to disease, is prevention. Prop­ 
er fitting shoes are fundamental. 
There should be room beyond the 
Mg toe, room across the top, 
fitting of the ball of the foot 
into the widest part of the shoe 
with no slipping of the heel. 
Wearing two pairs of socks, a 
lightweight 
pair 
under 
sweat 
socks, is recommended for athlet­ 
ics. Hands can be protected by 
taping or by special sports gloves. 
A decision on whether or not 
to puncture a blister is based on 
location, size, and inflammation. 
If there are signs of inflamma­ 
tion or irritation, medical atten­ 
tion is indicated. 
Sometimes 
it 
is advisable to puncture a blister 
before it 
breaks from 
friction. 
Wash the area with 
soap and 
water and sterilize with alcohol. 
The 
puncture 
is made with 
a 
sharp 
needle 
held 
in 
forceps 
(small pliers) and sterilized in a 
flame. The puncture is made at 


the side of the blister and the! 
outer skin layer Is left in place1 
t s a protective cover. 
A ttention to cleanliness in deal­ 
ing with blister-« cannot be over- j 
stressed. Infected blisters require 
prompt medical attention, as d o 1 
the occasional blisters from sev­ 
ere sunburn or other bum causes. 
But with proper prevention and 
forethought you can keep your 
“Achilles heel” from spoiling your 
fun or vacation.
